Now if this Revolt of the ten Tribes was a 

Revellion, then the Obfervator is finely Caught

(1.) Country-man, 


(2.) Rebearfal. If the Revolt of the tex Tribes 
under Feroboam was no Rebellion, neither was 
the Revolt of Abfalom or Sheba againft 
K. David. All that’s to be faid for ero- 
bam is the Prophefy of Abijah to him, that 
God won'd give him ten Tribes. See what 
Ihave faid to this, Vol. 1. N. 77. And where- 
in Prophecses are nO Warrant or Fuftification 
of what is Prophefy’d of as in the Cafe of 
Hazael. ti Kings viii. 12, 13. But will a Pro 
phecy Jultify Serobeam? So it will Abfalom ! 
For thus it was Prophefied of him, ii Sam. 
xil. 11, Thus faith the Lord (to David) Be- 
bald, I will Raife up Evil againft thee ont of 
thine own Houfe ; and I will take thy Wives 
before thine Eyes, and give them unto thy 
Neighbour, and he fhall lie with thy Wives 
inthe Sight of this Sum. And again, The Sword 
foal not Depart from thine Houfe, Did this 
jJutify the Rebellion of Abfalom againft, his 
Father, or his Monftrous Jncef# in going up 
to his Father’s Bed ? 

David had the Temptation of a Praphecy too, 
when he found Saul in the Cave, 1 Sam. xxiv- 
4. And the Men of David faid unto him, Be- 











feem good unto thee. But David did not think 
a Prophecy Sufficient Warrant for a Rebelli- 
on, ov to lift up his Hand againft his Mafter, 
the Lord’s Anointed. But faid, Wickedwe/s pro- 


ceedeth from the W: icked. Therefore, Adine band 
fall not be upou him, 


(3-) But I obferve another thing to you, 
Country-man. Thele ten Tribes were Us’d to 
Rebellion. Their Revolt under $ereboans was 
not the firft time. They were the Chief 
in the Rebellion of Abfalom. But the Leyalty 
remain’d with Fudebh the far lefs Part of the 
Kingdom. And the Men of Judah werethe 
Chief Inftruments in the Reftoration of King 
David. Which made the. tex Tribes Grum- 
ble, and they faid, We have Ten parts in the 
King—— Why then did ye (Men of Judah) 
Defpife us that our Advice (howd not be 
Firft bad in bringing back owe King? ii Sam. 
Xix. 43. And all the men of Fudah anfwered the 
Men of Ifrael, Becanfe the King is near of kin 
to us ( for David was of the Tribe of Judah) 
Wherefore then be ye Angry at this matter ? Have 
we Eaten at all of the King’s Coft? Or hath 
he given us any Gift? it was nothing but 
pure Loyalty chat mov’d them. For they knew 
that .when the King was Reffor’d, the ten 
Tribes, becaufe of their Number and their Riches, 
wou’d have a greater Share in him. And yet, 
The words of the Men of Fudah were Fiercer than 
the Words of the Men of Ifrael. 


(4.) Country-m, But, Maffer, it wou'd feem to 
me, That the Men of J/rael were as Forwaid 
as the Men of Judas. For it is faid, ver. 9. 


hold the Day of which the Berd faid unto thee, \ And all the People were at Strife throughout alt 
Behold, I will Deliver thine Enemy inte ‘thine \ the Tribes of Irael, faying, The King faw'd us 
Hand, that thon may't do to him as it fhall | owe of the Hand of our Enemies, and he Deli- 


verea 
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vered ‘us out of the Hand of the Philiftines, and 
now be is Fled out of the Land for Abfalom. And 
Abfalom whom we Anointed over us, is Deadin 
Battel : Now therefore why [peak ye not a Word 
of bringing the King back? Were not the 
Men of /jrael shen as Forward ag the Men of 
Fudab ? 


(5.) Rebearf. racl was the Name for 
the whole Nation, where it was not usd 
in Contradiftin@ion to. Fudab, as Inclnding 


likewife ‘the Tribe of Benjamin, of -whica' 


this was the firft time. This Rebellion of 
Abfalom was the Occafion which made this 
Diftinttion, the Loyal Fudabites Including 
the Benjamites, adhereing to David, and 
the Iraelises generally running after Abfalom. 
Vet (fo Prowd are Riches and Numbers) the 
Ifraelites, as they were the Chief in | the. Re- 
bellion, fo they wou’d have the Glory of 
the Reftoration too! And they Quarrel’d 
Fudab (shat little Part of the Mariow in 
Comparifon of thenr) for Stealing the King 
Home (as they word it ver. 41.) and bring- 
ing him over the River Jordan, before the 
fraelites knew of it. But the Prieffs ~were 
Loyal, and the King Employ’d them to 
Fudah, faying, Ye ave my Brethren, ye are 
ay Bones and my Flefh-—— And he Bowed 
the Heart of all the Men of Gudah, even as 
the Heart of one Man, fo that they fent this 
word unto the King, Return then and all thy 
Servants. So the King returned—— and Fudah 
came to meet the King, and to Condutt bim 
over Sordan. 
(6.) But to do the Jfraclites Right, they 
were not Generally Averfe to the Refforation, 
for by this time (it was but one Carmpasgn) 
they were Soufficiently Weary with their 
Rebellion, they faw the Adferies it had 
brought upon them, and their Del:verer be- 
ing Dead, ther was Nothing but Confafioa 
before them, except in bringing back the 
King. And ther were Parties and Difcontents 
got among’ them, and for the Divifions’ of 
Reuben ther were great Searchings of Heart. 
Yet they“ went no further than, mhy /peek 
ye not~a Word? Every one wou'd'put it off 
from Himfelf. They were ‘too Rich to 
venture: ‘But the Men of {udah were 
Fiercer ahd “Braver. They Led the Way, 
and the J/vaelites follow’d. And then they 
were vex’d they had not Led the way them- 
felves. ‘And they faid. that their Advice 
fhou’d have been Firft ask’d, as having TEN 
PARTS in the King, that is, were Ten of 
the Twelve Tribes, Benjamin now Joining 
with #dab. For at Firlt* David was Krag.
